Tue Broapcasr Division shall have and exercise jurisdiction over 
all matters relating to or connected with broadcasting. 
Tro TeLecraps-Drviston shall have and exercise jurisdiction over 
all matters relating to or connected with record communication by 
wire, radio, or, cable, and all forms and classes of fixed and mobile 
radiotelegraph services and amateur services. 
Tur TErerHone Drvisioy, shall have and exercise jurisdiction over 
all matters. relating to, or connected with telephone communication 
(other than broadcasting) by wire, radio, or cable, including all 
forms of fixed and mobile radiotelephone service except as otherwise 
herein specifically provided for. 
The whole Commission shall have and exercise jurisdiction over 
“all matters not herein otherwise specifically allocated to a division; 
over all matters which fall within’ the jurisdiction of two. or more 
` of the divisions established by this order; and over the assignment 
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of bands of frequencies to the various radio services. In any case 
where a conflict arises as to the jurisdiction of any division or where 
jurisdiction of any matter or service is not allocated to a division, 
the Commission shall determine whether the whole Commission or 
a division thereof shall have and exercise jurisdiction, and if a 
division, the one which shall have and exercise such jurisdiction.
